What- 
ever other good Appellation 
my Defign may be favoured 

ah ARE with, 1 frankly own it had 
no better Claim to Heroifm, than the Prowefs of the 
Champion at a Coronation ; fince I concluded myfelf 
equally fafe with him, in aflerting the Right of the 
Ring on the Throne. 

But in this, it feems, I have been greatly mifta- 
ken; for before my Paper hath reached the 2oth, 
Number, a heavier Load of Scandal hath been caft 
upon me, than I believe ever fell to the Share of a 
fingle Man. The Author of the Journal was foon 
guefs’d at ; either from fome Singularity in Style, or 
from the little Care which, being free from any wick- 
ed Purpofe, I have ever taken to conceal my Name. 
Of this feveral Writers were no fooner poffefled, than 
they attempted to blacken it with every kind of Re- 
proach ; purfued me into private Life, even to my 
boyifo Years; where they have given me almoft 
every Vice in Human Nature. Again, they have 
followed me, with uncommon Inveteracy, into a 
Profeffion, in which they have very roundly affert- 
ed, that I have neither Bufinefs nor Knowledge: 
And laftly, as an Author, they have affected to 
treat me with more Contempt, than Mr, Pope, who 
had great Merit and no lefs Pride in the Character 
of a Writer, hath thought proper to beftow on the 
loweft Scribbler of his Time. All this, moreover, 
they have poured forth in a Vein of Scurrility, which 
hath difgraced the Prefs with every abufive Term in 
our Language. ' 

I do not here intend to tire the Reader with a 
Defence, which he muft know it is impoffible for 
the moft innocent Man alive to make ; and which, 
if he cou’d make, the beft-natured Man would 
hardly have the Patience to read. 1 fhall therefore 
rett contented with thefe Confolations: That the 
Works of all thefe Authors will have a very fhort 
Exiftence: That thofe who know me, will not 
take their Opinion of me from thofe who know 
me not: That even to a Stranger, their Calumny 
carries two ftrong Antidotes with it; from its own 
Weight, which is fufficient to fink it; fince it is 
{carce poffible to believe that fuch a Monfter exifts ; 
and from its apparent Inveteracy, which .muft raife 
the Candour of every worthy Man on my Behalf. 

Here, I think, I may fairly afk thefe Authors, 
whence all this inveterate Rage and Malice proceed ? 
I am not confcious of having injured any Human 
Being, much lefs can I be fuppofed to have injured 
thofe with whom I am not acquainted. ‘The Pro- 
duétions of one of thefe Men, indeed, I have charged 
with Scurrility ; a Charge which he acknowledges to 
have been of fuch Service to him in propagating his 
Labours, that it kept his Printer at Work for a whole 
Fortnight. But there is another who hath libelled me 
twice or thrice a Week, ever fince the Commence- 
ment of this Paper, without having received the 
leaft previous Provoeation, or, indeed, fearce any 





Return to his Abyfe, which, if tranferibed, would 
fill this whole Paper. 

_ Am I to derive all this-fromy a natural Malevo- 
lence of Difpofition, and to imply the fame univer- 
fal Malice in -thefe Libellers, as‘ the Law doth iri 
thofe who kill without Provocation; who are to 
be prefumed, fays Lord Alale, to be hoftes humani 
generis ? 

Shall I be indulged the Vanity of applying to 
myfelf the Marks which fome eminent Writer (I 
think Dr. Swift) tells us always attend a Man of 
Genius ; who, at his firft Appearance in the World, 
is fure to be attacked by all the Infect-Reptile-Scrib- 
blers of the Age? 

Or laftly, is it the Caufe, and not the Man, 
which is obnoxious? Are thefe Writers fuch zea- 
lous Jacobites in their Hearts, and fo firmly attached 
to the Pretender’s Intereft, that they cannot bear 
to fee his Party, and their abfurd Principles, ridi- 
culed? It is (to ufe the flagitious and nonfenfical 
Words of the Letter-wiiter to the Whigs) come to 
the Crifis of a Queftion,- whether thefe Scribblers will 


Juffer a Prince of the Houfe of Hanover to fit on 


the Britifh Throne? It was in Defence of this il- 
luftrious Houfe that I drew my Pen, and in théir 
Defence I have drawn on myfelf all the Scandal and 
Scurrility, which the blackeft Degree of Malice 
could rake out of the Kennels of Grubffreet and 
Billinfgate. Honeftly, I am fure, I may fay in 
their Defence ; for much of this Scurrility was caft 
on the Author of the Facbite Fournal, before he 
had touched on a°fingle Minifterial Queftion. Nay, 
even to this Day, fo very little of that kind hath 
been made the Subjeét of this Paper, that thofe 
who will call it Minifterial, muft acknowledge, 
that to defend the King and the prefent Adiminiftra- 
tion, are one and the fame Thing. 

To defpife unjuft Calumny, and to be totally in. 
fenfible of it, are very different Matters. The 
latter I do not affe&t, nor do I believe any good 
Man ever did: For to have a great deal of this me- 
taphorical Dirt and Ordure thrown on your Cha- 
raéter, can be no more agrecable, than to have a 
Quantity of literal Filth thrown on your Perfon. 
Both of thefe Injuries arife from the fame Kind of

But befides the Contempt which I really have for 
this Metaphorical Dirt, and befides the Confola- 
tions under it which I have mentioned above, I 
have further Reafon to be contented with the Fate 
of every Great Man at prefent among us, for 
all have been infulted by the undiftinguifhing Vi- 
rulence of thefe Writers. Not to mention one

Ount Caunitz paid a Vifit the Day before ye‘erday 
to Count St. Severin, which lafted two Hours ; 
and Yelterday Lord Sandwich waited on the Imperial 
Minifter, who was again. that Evening with the Am- 
baflador of France, where Count Bentinck has been this 

Morning. Mr. Legge is fet out for Berlin. G. A. 
Ruremord, April 10. Gen. Chanclos, having thrown 
four Battalions into j\jaeftricht, is come to encamp with 
his Army at the Height of Stevenfwaert, having ad- 
vanced Pofts at Sufteren and about Heinfburg. The 
Imperial Army threw infto Maeftricht, before its Re- 
treat, a large Quantity of Powder, and a good Num- 
ber of Cattle. The Garrifon confifls of $ Imperial Bat- 
talions, + Dutch, and 5 Bavarian; but the latter are 
a thin. ib. 
dacfricht, April 14. The 6th Ioftant we received 
Advice of the Enemy's Approach, which was foon con- 
firm'’d by the Arrival of the Troops that had been 
— at Tongres, and other advanced Potts. As the 
inemy were expected that Evening at Tongres,° &c. 
every Thing was immediately in Motion. ‘lhe next 


Mornirg 7 Imperial Regiments, t Bavarian, and a Te.
